ing Up Gap

The Swiss of GOO years ago were 


just as: much in love with indepen- 
dence and freedom ns they are to- 
day. In 138C they gave an invading 
force of Austrian Hapsburg soldiers 
just such a dose as the Finns are 
pouring clown Russian throats today. 


It all began when the peoplp who 


lived high up in the Swiss mountains 
decided to form a loose confederation 
of their own, separate from other Ger- 
man leagues of small cities and com- 
munities common in central Europe 
in those days. 


But Duke Leopold III of Austria 


was anxious to get more "lebensraum" 
and to extend the "sphere of in 
fluence" of his 
Hapsburg empire I 


With 24,000 of the b/st soldiers of Ausi 
tria and southern Germany, he march- 
ed on Lucerne. 


Strategy Used by Finns 


Like Finland, this is tough country 


to attack. The mountains are plenty 
rugged Seventy years before, an in- 
vading Austrian army had found out 
about that when the Swiss rolled rocks 
and tree trunks down on them frpm 
above, and with a few men beat a 
whole army, just as the Finns today 
have started landslides and blown up 
the ice on their lakes to ruin the Rus- 
sians. 


So Leopold, on his invasion, stuck 


to whiit roads there were. Right where 
two roads join above Sempach, the 
Swiss fell on the Austrian army in 
a wedge-shaped attack, with the brav- 
est and most eager volunteers at the 
front of the wedge. 


At first it went badly with the Swiss. 


The Austrians were armed with long 
spears, and the Swiss, who were most- 
ly farmers with home-made weapons 
couldn't get close. 


Gathered Kctcrmil Glory 


At this point, Arnold von Winkel- 


ried sacrificed his life to give his fel- 
low-Swiss a break. "I'll open up a 
path here," he yelled. "Take care 
of the wife and kiddies!" 


He made ,a dash at the grim line 


of Austrian spears, grabbed a double 
armful of them as they ran through 
his body, and fell, dragging a dozen 
spearmen with.him as he died. 


The 'Swiss with a yodel—or maybe 


just a plain yell—plunged into this, 
opening in the disarmed Austrian rank 
fought like fiends, hand-to-hand, they 
hacked down 2700 of the Austrians, 
including Duke Leopold. Swiss loss- 
es were only about 120 of their own 
men.

The person 
who assists in childbirth must tie

it is necessary to apply sterile dress- 
ings and to keep, the umbilicus cov-

A book ridiculing the pretensions of 


the law, written by a professor of law; 
is certainly :i novelty. Bui that is 
what Fred Rodell has written in "Woe 
.Unto You, Lawyers!" 
(Reynal and 


Hitchcock: $2.50). Only a lawyer, per- 
haps only a teacher of law, could 
have written tills tidbit of iconoclasm. 
Here Rodell pays his respects to the 
profession in general: 


Tha law is the killy-loo bird of the 


sciences. The Killy-loo, of course, 
was the bird that insisted on flying 
backward because it didn't care where 
it was going, but was mightily in- 
•teresled in where it had been. And 
certainly The Law, when it moves at 
all, does so by flapping clumsily and 
uncertainly along, with its eye glued 
unswervingly on what lies behind. 


In meclcine, in mathematics, in so- 


ciology, in psychology—in every other 
one, ov the physical and social scienc- 
es— the accepted aim is to look ahead 
and then move ahead to new truths, 
new techniques, new usefulness. Only 
The Law inexorably devoted to all 
its ancient principles and precedents, 
makes a vice of innovation and a vir- 
tue ot hoariness. Only The Law' re- 
sists and resents the notion that it 
."hould ever change its antiquated ways 
to meet the challenge of a changing 
world.

Garner Reported to Be Opposed 


to Another Loan to Finland Now 


WASHINGTON -(/P)— Reports were 


heard in the senate Wednesday that 
Vice President Garner is opposed to 
ft furlher loan to Finland. At the same 
time, the banking comfnittee decided 
to delay action on Finnish aid pro- 
posals until it can obtain the views 
of Secretary of State Hull. 


Garner was said by one highly- 


placed senator to have expressed the 
view that an additional loan to Fin- 
land would be "very unwise" because 
•it might conflict with the nation' 
neutrality policy. 


It was to ascertain possible effects 


of Finnish aid proposals on United 
£'tales,neutraiily and foreign policies 
that the banking committee decided to 
call Hull to a closed meeting next 
Wednesday. 


Jesse H. Jones, head of the federal 


loan administration, conferred with the 
committee Wednesday and advised it 
he believed a $10,0000,000 non-military 
Joan, already granted by the Kxport- 
Import bank, was "a sound credit 
risk." 


Jones, it was said, advanced no opi- 


nion regarding how much additional 
money might be advanced with con- 
fidence that it would be repaid. This 
question, he was quoted as adding, was 
one which congress properly might 
study. 


Wednesday's committee .decision to 


recess for a week appeared to de- 
creass already-slender chances for 
material further assistance* to Fin- 
land. The Finns have been represent- 
ed as, being primarily interested in 
a direct loan which could be used for 
purchose of military supplies here 
or in Europe.

Maerials may have inside seams stitch- 
ed with silk thread for greater strength 
if desired. The tensions on the ma- 
chine should be loosened and the 
stitch lengthened when sewing heavy 
woolen materials.

FVess all seams as the work 
progresses, for this helps to produce a 
professional looking piece of work. 
Tailors use a pressing block that is 
padded with only one thickness of 
tailor's felt. This produces a flat, in- 
conspicuous seam such as is found in 
men's well tailored suits. The material 
should be covered with a dry flannel 
cloth, then a wet coth, when pressing 
woo. Fullness in sleeves is shrunk out 
by continued steaming with a hot iron 
and a wet cloth; ;A light patting mo- 
tion is used rather than pressing. If 
all the fullness is removed.' 


In fitting tailored garments, check 


carefully to see that the lines of the 
garment hang straight. Pace padding 
in he shoulders and sleeves to secure 
this effect. 


Interlining may be put in with great- 


est ease if the shoulders are left open. 
Cut the interlining by the same pattern 
as the garments. Trim the edges until 
they barely meet and catch-stitch them 
to the seam of the garment. Interline 
only the op section 
of two piece 


sleeves. 


Allow an inch fold in the center 


back of the lining and generous seams 
on all edges when cutting the lining. 
This will prevent pulling at the seam; 
as the ining material does not give 
as much as the outer material. Darts 
in the shoulder are folded and catch- 
stitched 
instead of being machine 


stitched. The under-arm and back 
seams are machine stitched, but the 
shoulder and armseye seams are fast- 
ened with short hemming stitches as 
are the edges of the lining along the 
front of the garment. The bottom is 
hemmed separately from the outer 
hem of the coat.
